If a tax pay er neglects to in­ 
clude

an 
amount ex ceeding one-fourth of 
the gross income stated in the 
return, the return can be q ues­ 
tioned for a period up to six 
y ears from the April 15 filing 
date. 
Be sure to keep all receipts, 
cancelled checks, inv oices and 
any other proof of pay ments or 
receipts for the six -y ear period, 
including the cheeks in pay ment 
of income tax es. 


In some cases records should 
be kept longer than six y ears. 
Information 
concerning 
land 
purchases,

tained for the life of the asset.

The truth is that in the matter 
of protest they are mere gamo- 
plavers an d dilettan tes. If their 
in dign ation 
were

half-serious, they would n ot lie 
atten din g the schools they at­ 
tack. 
By atten din g an d in 
man y 
cases residin g there, they are 
in con siderable part livin g off 
the profits of the military -in dus­ 
trial complex . 
No on e kn ows what proportion 
of gen eral corporate earn in gs 
an d activity can he ascribed to 
the complex . But it has to he 
very substan tial, n ot on ly di­ 
rectly through prime an d secon ­ 
dary defen se con tracts but in ­ 
directly as result of the in evit­ 
able wave effect through the 
whole in dustry . 
In the fiscal y ear en din g this 
Jun e 30, the federal tax on cor­ 
porate earn in gs will y ield the 
Treasury about $38 billion . The 
outlook for n ex t y ear is about 
the same. 
Nearly $15 billion comes to 
the govern men t in ex cise tax es, 
an d some of these are man ufac­ 
turers* 
levies 
which 
reflect 
sharply the level of in dustrial 
activity .

It is an article o f faith amo ng 
many so cially co ncerned y o ung

mino rities. 
This is why the sy stem must 
be smashed, o r drastically al 
tered, they say . 
Thus it was so mething like 
a Daniel entering an intellectual 
lio ns’ den fo r such an arch-capi 
talist as Henry Fo rd II to go 
to Yale Univ ersity recently to 
defend the pro fit mo tiv e as o ne 
o f the stro ngest weapo ns in the 
fight against discriminatio n and 
po v erty . 
His remarks, made befo re the 
Yale Po litical Unio n, bear re­ 
peating. 
To the ex tent that the pro b 
lems o f so ciety can be so lv ed 
by pro v iding mo re and better 
jo bs, higher inco mes fo r mo re 
peo ple and larger supply o f 
go o ds and serv ices, the pro b­ 
lems can best be so lv ed by rely 
ing heav ily o n business, co n 
tended Fo rd. 
It is clearly in the self-interest 
o f business bo th to enlarge its 
markets and impro v e its wo rk 
fo rce by helping disadv antaged 
peo ple to dev elo p and emplo y 
their 
eco no mic 
po tential, 
he 
added. Any co mpany that limits 
its access to go o d emplo y es by 
impo sing such irrelev ant crite­ 
ria as race o r co lo r is also lim­ 
iting its pro fit po tential. 
He 
readily 
admitted 
that 
business did no t mo v e so o n 
eno ugh and has no t mo v ed far 
eno ught to pro v ide full equality 
o f o ppo rtunity . 
“ But we hav e no t lagged be­ 
cause o f the pro fit mo tiv e. We 
tiav e lagged in spite o f the pro f- 
t mo tiv e and in o ppo sitio n to 
o ur o wn best interests.** 


To the charge that pro fit is 
a po o r reaso n fo r helping a man, 
he o ffered this: 
“ To help a man because we 
think it is go o d fo r him is to 
treat him as an inferio r. It is 
difficult to do go o d witho ut be­ 
ing co ndescending and paternal­ 
istic and perpetuating depend­ 
ence. 
“ To hire a man 
because he 
needs a jo b rather than because 
the jo b needs him is to assure 
him that he is useless. 
“ On the o ther side o f teh co in, 
to help a man because it is 
in y o ur o wn interest to help him 
is to treat him as an equal. 
It is a way o f telling him that 
y o u hav e co nfidence in him and 
in his ability to stand o n his 
o wn feet and take care o f his 
o wn interests.” 
Negro es and o ther disadv an­ 
taged 
peo ples 
hav e 
learned 
fro m 
bitter 
ex perience, 
said 
Fo rd, that pro mises o f help are 
o ften much bigger than per­ 
fo rmance. They are justifiably 
suspicio us o f white liberals who 
are better at starting pro grams 
than they are at finishing them. 
They suspect that business pro ­ 
grams to hire and upgrade the 
disadv antaged are a fad that 
will fade away with little ac­ 
co mplishment. 
“ The best assurance that this 
will no t happen is the reco gni­ 
tio n by businessmen that equal 
o ppo rtunity is pro fitable.” 
It is easy to stay o utside the 
sy stem and pro test the way s it 
wo rks, Fo rd to ld his univ ersity 
audiences.

And it had sev eral merits bu t 
it also cou ld hav e greatly in­ 
creased its appeal to the chu rch 
members by the following psy ­ 
chological d ev ices: 
(1) The masthead (title and 
pictu re of the chu rch) consu med 
at least 25 per cent of the front 
page. 
Yet that d id n’t hold mu ch in­ 
terest to parishioners, at least 
after they had seen it the first 
time. 
Bu t it remained , week after 
week, as a “d ead ” or non-stim­ 
u lating top of the front page. 
Read ers want nov elty . 
In newspapers, we call this 
“scoops.” 
(2) Fu rthermore, the pastor’s 
pictu re took u p 10 per cent of 
the 
first 
page, 
and 
it 
also 
recu rred , week after week, u ntil 
it was monotonou s. 
It wou ld hav e generated far 
more enthu siasm if photos of 
d ifferent chu rch members were 
to occu py that space each week. 
For the secret of hu man in­ 


terest is 
contained 
in 
these 
three word s: “Me-Here-Now!” 
Members are more interested 
in seeing their own pictu re (or 
that 
of their 
child ren) 
than 
seeing monotonou s shots of the 
preacher. 
(3) Nex t to v iewing their own 
pictu res, people prefer seeing 
their own names in print. 
Bu t 
this 
chu rch 
magazine 
seld om 
ran 
the 
names 
of 
members 
ex cept 
for 
a 
few 
u nd er the head ing: “ Change of 
Ad d resses” or “ M arried ” 
or

(5 ) Print short news items 
abou t parishioners instead of a 
half page of moralizing. 
List the members of softball 
teams in y ou r Su nd ay School 
leagu es. 
Name the hostesses at the 
Women’s Society meetings. 
List the names of members 
in 
nu rsing 
homes 
and 
u rge 
parishioners to send them a 
note or greeting card or make 
a personal v isit. 
Then print in the nex t issu e 
the names of all who hav e qu al­ 
ified for su ch membership in
